The outlook 
for business on the Central Pacific is 
good; in fact, the Central Pacific 
never was in as healthy a condition 
as to day, The road haa nearly all 
steel rails, and has about completed 
its 
construction 
work. Its fixed 


charges are leas than they were last 
year, and we are jeducing operating 
espouses very considerably. 
Our 


net earnings arc very satisfactory. 
Indeed, I look for »100,000 fncreuse 
in July in the net earnings over July 
last year. The apparent shrinkage 
in the gross earnings for the first 
half of this year was due to the fact 
that last year we were carrying, 
among other 
things, construction 


material for nearly four hundred 
miles of road east of El Paso.

An Irrigating Ditch to be One 


Hundred Feet Wide. 


The; most gigantic irrigation en- 


terprise ever inaugurated in the 
State of California has been com- 
menced in Fresno county, tbe canal 
for which will be the largest in the 
State, and fed by Kings river. The 
water is intended to irrigate 30,000,- 
000 acres of rich land, at present 
barren through lack of water. The 
source of supply of this canal will 
be higher than any other debouch- 
ing from the same stream. Its di- 
mensions are: 
One hundred feet in 


width at the bottom; levees an av- 
erage of 15 feet in height and eight 
feet wide at the top, broad enough 
for a wagon road. The depth of the 
water is expected to be five feet, 
with a fall of 18 inches to the mile. 
Tbe dam in the mountain canyon, 
whence the water is taken, will be 
a wonderful und permanent one. It 
is 25 feet high, 800 feet Ion?, 140 
fdlt wide at the base, and 25 feet on 
the top. It is riprapped on the in- 
side with heavy rook, and every 
precaution taken to make it suffi- 
ciently strong to securely hold the 
great weight of water that must be 
supported. The water lis led into 
tbe canal from a large head-gate, 
constructed of heavy timber lOOfeet 
in width and 18 feet high. It is 
planked over so as to make a bridge 
for heavy wagons, and has wings 
to protect it from the floods. The 
canal is expected to carry 1,300 
cubic feet of water per second.
